THE EXPECTED VETO. 
ENORMOUS PRESSURE ON THE PRESIDENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 20.—Many members 
of the House devoted all their energies this 
morning to urging upon the President the pro- 
priety of approving the River and Harbor bill. 
He gave no intimation to any of them as to his 
purpose, and finally sought relief in the Cabinet 
meeting. The meeting was two hours in length, 
and, at the end, a member of the Cabinet stated 
that the matter had been settled, but that noth- 
ing could be said about it. As the Cabinet of- 
ficer, who was the same gentieman who last 
night earnestly expressed the wish that the 
President would veto the bill, did not today 
seem dissatisfied with the result, the inference 
from this, and from many other indications, is 
that 

THE BILL WILL BE VETOED. 

However. there are a good many hours between 
now and Monday noon, and some of the strong- 
est friends of the bill are yet of the opinion that 
the President will sign it, but that be will accom- 
pany it with a message informing Congress that 
he objects to many of its provisions, and that he 
shali use his discretion in expending the 

oney. Gen. Grant once did this, and 
. is no law against it. The mem- 
bers talk rather loudly of the prerogatives 
of Congress, and say that to do that is to usurp 
legislative funcuons, and that the President's 
only province isto execute all laws which are 
sent to bim which de does not veto. The Presi-

He has lived a econsiderabie time in New Jersey,

There is one feature of the River and Harbor 
bili which does not appear to be generally un- 
derstood. It is not a regular appropriation. 
The regular appropriation bills passed by Con- 
gress at this session ‘provide specifically that the 
money therein appropriated is for the support 
of the army, the navy, the postal service, etc., 
for the fiscal year 1883, but the River and Har- 
bor bill, as passed by Congress, has no fiscal 
year limitations whatever. It does not provide 
that the sums appropriated shall be spent for 
constructing, continuing, or repairing sueh and 
such works during the fiscal year !

The stories long 
utloat in London as to the niggardliuess of the 
present head of the house, as well as of his im- 
mediate predecessors in their deailuxs with 
tradesinen, nave done much to lessen popular 
esteem for the bouse.

English counties these families, bold! the 
massive accumulating estates, are as sulidiy in- 
trenched as English law itself. 

TRADITIONAL NAMES. 

Add to this power of stable entailed riches the 
authority of tradidonal games, and you account 
for au influence wieided by aa aristocratic class 


States. And this social and superstivional influ- 
ence exercised by the Brit:sa nobility upon the 
imagination of their countrymen is far from be- 
ing à mean or inconsiderable one. The popular 
reverence for aristucracy—in whatever form 
more Or legs obvtous or sneaking it umy exist 
vunstitutes nothing less than an absolute polit- 
ical power, Disraeli summed up the two aspects 
of the phenomenou ina pair of characteristicaily 
grandilogueat phrases: The sublime in- 
stincts of an aicient people,“ and The sus- 
tained spleudor of — (the aristocracy’s) 
stately lives.“ But Mr. Disraeli was only the 
greatest, and not the least of the servitors ot 
wagiish caste. and it is clearer to say that the 
combined British traditions which have made 
the average poor Engiisoinaa, who is not a 
radical, a funky, and the average rich one, who 
is nota note, a sycophant, accounts, together 
with the power of riches, for uo influence on the 
part ot the Britisno nobility which iu ordinary 
times and for ordinary purpeses is 
NEARLY IRRESITIBLE. 

Take for a concrete example of this British 
superstitional reverence four caste, two candi- 
dates tor Puartlament, Plebeian Smith,and Patri- 
cian Seympre, aud. other things being equal, 
Seymore is the inevitable winner of the honors. 
Smith must serve before a constituency recog- 
uizes wbo Smith is; Seymore's name already 
tolls the tale of his antecéden s and evunnecuons.

In sbort, the scions uf the great English fam- 
ilies, as wag forinerly the case with the Amceri- 
cap cotton aristocracy, are they alone who can 
atford to follow politics from boyhood as a pro- 
fession, ang this fact gives them twenty yeurs 
the start of all competitors.

Thus it happens, in spite of ail the prevalent 
cant about che decay of the political influence

visible evidence of the enormous riones of the 
Duke of Westminster. For all tois is tne in- 
heritance of the Grosvenor! It is a family, in- 
deed, wh ch bas waxed and multiplied in tnrift 
as nu other tamtb ever did since the great con- 
sular houses of Rome. 
_ THIS HUGE SLICE OF LONDON 
was acquired just two centuries ago by a single 
one of tuose lucky marriages which in Engiand 
have wade thrift in marriage almost a syuouym 
with the name of Grosvenor: Sir Thomas, the 
second Baronet of the ine. buving wedded in 
1676 che only child of a Middlesex proprietor and 
the heiress to this vast metropolitan estate. The 
pedigree of the Grosvenor, with the facile aid of 
the facile herald, darts backward straigot us ao 
arrow’s light a thousand years toto the heart of 
Normandy. There, nearly two centuries before 
the Cooquest, the present Ducal family is mody 
eatly coutent to find in one Hug Lupus, Le Gros 
Venenur, or grand buntsman of the realm. its 
earliest aristocratic prageuitur. A successor of 
this Norman cbief of the bunters accompanied 
the quer Hastings, and, having doue his 
shara in the plunder of Saxons, settled down in 
the Enwiisah County of Chester. Such is the story 
of the heraid and family pride; the present 
Duke of Westminster buving taken, after the 
jiapse| of nearly a thousand years, and in the 
tweuty-fourth generation, the name of, Hugh 
Lupus, that of the repated founder of bis line. 
THE HOUSE OF CAVENDISH 
has recently come prominently before the Amer- 
icnn reading pubic threugb the siaugbter of 
Lord Frederick Charles (the second son of the 
present Duke of Devonsh:re) in Phanix Park the 
6th of last May. The fumily bas always been a 
strong one—second, indeed,in that respect to 
nove ju the English Peerage. Its members have 
been favored by fortune in a most conspicuous 
dere, in a measure. vy Keeping well in mind 
their famous punting inottu—Cavendo tutus 
(secure in caution). Apparently cold and reti- 
cent to the extent of shyness, and absolutely 
brusque when intruded upon, the Cavendishes 
nave shone fur generations in court 
and council by virtue of other qualities 
thun courtly bearing. The true founder of 
the family, Willa Cavendish, was bora 
in Sutkolm about 1500. He was a swall land- 
bolder, aad served with bis brother iu the house- 
hold of Cardinal Wolsey, wou was well rewarded 
for bis favors, as the Cavendishes stood by bim 
„ through thick and thia and to the bitter end. 
He held several important voilices under Henry 
VIII. who gave him the Lordships and manors 
of Nortuu ve, Childewicke, and Ouffiey, taken 
from the monks, and during three * he was 
Treasurer of the Cnamber to tbe King. His 
tideltity to Wolsey was the trait which commend- 
ed him to Heary VIII. and after tne Cardinal's 
death he became one of the King’s most trusted 
servanis. Although Sir William died in 1557 
880 of much wealth, the broad funds, hard 
cash, the strong will and manly straightforward - 
ness of the Caveudisnes came mainly frum 
BESS OF HARDWICE 
his third wife. She was a rich widow when he 
married ber. and after his death she married 
twice—tirst Sir William St. Loe and then Lord 
Sbrewsbury. Under stipulations made dy ver 
the estates of ali der ausbands went to the 
Cu vendisnes. She was a great oonstructor of 
houses, and erected the tormer Obhatsworth 
House, Oidecutts, and Hardwick Hall. From Sir 
William Cuvendisnh his desceodants have inberit- 
ed many characteristics, and it is said that the 
portrait of Sir Wiliam hanging in the great 
dioug-roow of Hardwick Hull is an exact pict- 
ure of wnat the Marquis of Hartington must bo- 
come if be increase in weight with years.” 

The eldest son of Sir Wiliiam died carly in life. 
His sevcood son became Baron Cavendisa in 1605 
ana Kariof Devonshire in 1618. The second Earl 
was au extravagant Peer, but the fortunes of 
bis house were restored before his beir bebame 
of 2 The fourth Earl was the friend and 
ally o 


SYDNEY AND RUSSELL, 
and at the trial of the latter be dured, notwith- 
standing the danger he incurred, to vindicate 
him in the face of the court. He afterward 
sent Russell a message offering tocbange clothes 
with him and stayin ‘prweoo so that he might 
escupe. To this Russell would not agree. His 
next public act was to pall the noseof a courtier 
who Bad insulted him in the presence chamber 
of James Li. For this he was fined £30,000—equal 
to some $350,000 at present values—and put io 
the King’s Beach Prisou.

They 
have produced men and women of speciai apti- 
tudes and marked originality. Lord James, the 
first Duke's son, who married the beiress of 
Eiihu Yale, bad a daughter familiarly known as 
Jack Cavendish, 
A GREAT CELEBRITY IN HER DAY. 

She married ason of the Bishop of Durham, but 
never wouid adopt ber husband's name. She 
nad a great taste for bric-a-brac, and inberited 
a great many curiosities from ber graadfather 
Yale. Her cousin was the illustrious chemist 
— ma who left over $6,000,000 in the public 
unig, 

The fourtb Duke, a man of distinguished abil- 
ities, suarried the Bari of Burlingtou's daughter. 
and the fifth Duke was the busbandof the 
Duchpss whose portrait was painted by Gaigs- 
boreugh. The sixth Duke, fur a long time the 
“ arbiter of Eaglish eleguncies,”’ never married, 
and bis estates and tities went to his cousin, the 
present Duke, who bad previously become the 
second Eari of Burlington. 

The Cavendisbes were Revolutionary Whigs in 
1698, friends of Pitt in 1750, supporters of Catho- 
lic emancipation in 1829, und of Reform in 182. 
and Gave supported Giadstone’s reform meas- 
ures. 


GUY SMITH. 


He ts Not 13 Years Oid—HMe Killed His 
Father the 7th of Juiy, and Has Been 
Cosavicted of Murder in the First be- 
gree. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., July 29.—On the Tth of this 
mouth, Guy Smith, the 2-yeur-oild son of Milton 
Smith, living near Kirkwood, in St. Louis 
County, about tweive miles from this city, quar- 
reled with his brother Louis, and bis father gave 
them both a whipping. The boys were milking 
cows at the time, and, after finishing, Guy went 
iuto the kitchen, washed his hands,then weut to 
bis erundmother’s room, got ashotgun which was 
kept there, returned to the kitchen where his 
father was, and emptied one ot the barrels of 
the gun into his father’s body, inflicting a wound 
from which be died in a tew hours. Guy was 
arrested, and yesterday and today his trial for 
murder iu the first degree progressed at Clayton, 
the county seat. This evening the jury returned 
A verdict of guilty, and the child will probably 
be sentenced to be hanged. The verdict was a 


surprise. The case throughout has been a 
singular one and has excited great interest. The 
boy is not 18 years old yet, and bas been a 
strange child from birth. His bead is abnormal- 
ly large and high, and runs almost to a point.

OBITUARY. 
Mulhar Rao, Ex-Guicowar of Baroda, 
New York Hemd. 

A cablo dispatch from Bombay announces the 

death of Mulnar Rao, ex-Guicowar of Baroda, 


who was deposed because of au alleged attempt 
to poison Col. Phayre, the bi Resident at 


bis court. This happened in 1874, and his trial 
took place soon after. There were six Judges, 
three of them natives and three Englishmen, 
and the Guicowar, having been found guilty by 
the English eontingent, wag deposed, and has 
been held ever since in a state of setmi-captiv- 
ity. Barodaisa province ig Guzerat, and be- 
longed to the Mabratta Kingdom until that dy- 
nasty was split up by the Englisu. Baroda’sirst 
chief was continued in power by the English 
Government, and wag permitted to hoid the ter- 
ritory as suzerain. Guicowar signifies cowherd, 
and the hoiders of the title are very proud of it. 
Mulbar Rao succeeded to the throne on the de- 
mise of Knandi Rao, who died suddenly and left 
no beir. He had only been on the throne five 
years when the charge was made against him. 
Col. Barr, and after him Col. Shortt, filled the 
place of British Resident, and until 1873, when 
Col. Phayre was appointed, there had been no 
unfriendly relations. Col. Phayre made himself 
so obnoxious to the Guicowar that on Nov. 2, 
1874, seven days before the alleged attempt at 
poisoning was discovered, Mulhar Rao sent 
a dispatch to the Government praying for 
his removal. On the 9th of Newember Col. 
Phayre said that on comi dame about

Williams, Grant’s Attorney-General, is also 
a candidate. Ile is a good lawyer, but not 
trustworthy, and as third-termism has been 
at a discount in Oregon of late his chances 
are not considered good. Lafayette Grover. 
the retiring Senator, is a Democrat who has 
been in public life for thirty years, and rep- 
resented Oregon in the Thirty-fifth Congress, 
185759. Of late years Senator Grover’s health 
has not been good, and he may not be un- 
willing to lay down his public cares. 
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Ir is to be hoped that the gentlemen who 
were so deeply interested in the subject of 
criminal-law reform last winter and spring 
will not remit their efforts to have something 
done by the Legislature in the right direc- 
tion. THe Tripune has enlisted in this 
movement “for the war.” It will not be 
discouraged or put off by one defeat or a 
dozen. Now eis the time when citizens who 
really believe the welfare of the community 
imperatively demands the revision of our 
code of criminal procedure can make their 
efforts most felt. There is a candidate for 
the Legisiature in the Third Ward, for ex- 
ample, Mr. Randall H. White, who was es- 
pecially conspicuous for his opposition 
to reform during the special session. He 
never was a worthy representative of the 
Third Ward, which contains one of the 
most intelligent constituencies of the city. 
He should be retired to private life—not 
merely because he was opposed to criminal- 
law reform, but on general principles. 
There will be demagogs enough in the Leg- 
islature without any special addition to the 
number from the Third Ward. White is the 
same person who onee: received a teguiar 
Republican nomination for the Common 
Council in the Third Ward, which, though 
itis largely Republican, promptly elected 
Mr. Phelps, at that time a Democrat, in place 
of the party nominee. The episode is sufficient 
testimony to the esteem in which White is 
held by the Republicans of his own ward. 


— — 
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Tux reconsideration of the vote by which 
the Stalwart nomination to the Penn Yan 
(N. I.) Post-Office was rejected was only 
carried in the Senate by a great effort on the 
part of thé Administration. Postmaster- 
General Howe spent several days on the 
floor of the Senate lobbying for confirmation, 
and his activity excited much unfavora- 
blecomment. Assistant-Postmaster-General 
Hatton, however, continued bis exertions in 
the Stalwart cause almost until the last mo- 
ment. Reconsideration was finally carried 
by Democratic votes, the yeas being 25 and 
the nays 20. A number of Democrats who 
had previously voted against confirmation 
conveniently absented themselves and per- 
mitted the reconsideration to be made. The 
following influential Republiean Senators 
voted against confirmation till the last: 


Miller (N. Y., Sherman, Aldric 
Hawley, Van Wyck, Mitohel 
Morrill, Harrison, 
Frye, Windom. 


The noes were in good company. Miller, 
of New York, made a rasping speech in op- 
position to the nomination. He referred to 
the open lobbying of Howe and Hatton on 
the floor of the Senate, and then paid his re- 
spects to Don Cameron, whom he referred to 
as “the third Senator from New York.” 
He advised Cameron to look after affairs in 
his own State. The whole proceeding In the 
Senate, including the purchase of Democratic 
votes by promises of office, was a forcible com- 
mentary on the application of the spoils sys- 
tem to the appointing power. The office was 


unimportant, but all the principles of eivil- 1 
service reform were involved in it. The in, 
eumbent was a worthy man removed in the) 
middle of his term to make room for a Stal- 4; 
wart. The precedent established in this case 


would justify the removal of any other office- 


holder without cause in any other part of the 


country, and without regard to the impor- 
tance of his office. It might take Robertson 
out of the custom-house and Pearson out of 
the post-office in New York. 
CHICAGO AS A SUMMER RESORT. 

The news from varigus parts of the coun- 
try tells of the prevalence during the last ten 
days of an unusual degree of heat witha 
corresponding increase of mortality resulting 
therefrom. In New York City and the towns 
throughout the State the heat has been most 
oppressive, and throughout New England, 
from Portiand to Boston, and even through 
Connecticut and Rhode Island, a like op- 
pressive temperature, ranging from 88 to 95 
degrees, has prevailed. Wherever this fierce 
heat has prevailed the mortality, especially 
among infants, has been extraordinary. The 
New York Herald publishes figures of the 
mortality in that city from July 20 to July 27, 
both inclusive, for a number of years, of 
which we give the three latest, as fellows:

refuge, as compared with the great majority 
of localities patronized. even as summer re- 
sorts. Perhaps in no part of the continent 
is there such a general relief and protection 
trom the discomforts and inconveniences 
and downright perils to health as is afforded 


by the genial temperature and municipal 


provisions for the public comfort and health 
made in this city. Long avenues of shade- 
trees are to be found in all of its divisions, 
Ample bfeathing places are located within 
easy access, and fronting the whole city is 
the magnificent Lake Michigan, always 
sending inward and over the metropo- 
lis its cooling and vigorous breeze. In- 
tense as may be the heat during the mid- 
hour of the day, the early hours of the after- 
noon are freshened by the stirring breeze 
from the lake, giving health and comfort to 
pedestrians, to dwellers in stores, ware 
houses, ahd cottages, and refreshment to 
those who are able to employ vehicles and 
seek the boulevards and parks, all of which 
are now comparatively convenient to the 
various parts of the city. 

The parks, spacious and improved, are 80 
distributed that the denizens of the North, the 
South, and the West Divisions all have one 
er more to which they can resort speedily 
and cheaply, or, if by their own ve 
hicles, over roadways not surpassed by 
any in the country. To these parks, 
seven or more in number, and within 
speedy and cheap reach of all the 
residence quarters of the city, the heat-op- 
pressed inhabitants of this metropolis can 
escape, through shaded streets, in view of 
broad waters, and refreshed by the cooling 
breezes of Lake Michigan. These condi- 
tions, hardly met—certainly not to the same 
degree—in any other city in the country, 
seem to make living in this city in the sum- 
mer time more healthful and enjoyable, 
even in periods when the thermometer marks 
a temperature that becomes ‘unendurable 
elsewhere, mitigates the intensity of the 
heat, and seems in the end to make it con- 
tribute to such general comfort as pertains 
to the summer season. 

Wulle so great a portion of the country has 
been suffering under the intense fervor of 
the last two weeks there has so far been not 
more than one day when the heat here was 
in any way excessive, and while the sun- 
strokes in the other large cities, especially 
those at the East, have been numerous, con- 
tinuous, and fatal, they have not this season 
numbered more than one or two in a week 
in this city, and those only occasionally fatal. 

Of course we cannot predict what is to fol- 
low during the rest of this summer in the 
way of intense or unusual temperature in 
this city or elsewhere; but up to this date 
there has been not more than one day in this 
city this summer that might justiy be styled 
in the Scriptural sense hot.“ That degree 
of heat max yet be in store for Chicago, but 
come what weather may there will hardly be 
any question that, as compared with all other 
places for summer residence, Chicago will be 
cooler and in all other particulars have no 
equal among the cities of the country as an 
agreeable, enjoyable, healthful place of sum- 
mer resort. 
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THE LUNATIC-LAW OF ILLINOIS. 

The laws relating to the coufinement and 
care of the insane are comparatively of re- 
cent growth. No branch of jurisprudence 
has been so much neglected. ‘The process of 
commitment in most of the States is simple. 
A great lawyer is not required in order to 
get into an asylum one who onght to be 
there, or to obtain the release of one who 
manifestly is detained without good cause. 
The doubtful eases are the only ones in 
which any difficulty arises, and these are so 
few in number that they would not repay an 
ambitious lawyer in devoting his life to this 
branch of jurisprudenee. Hence the theory 
of the laws, their defects, and the points at 
which they need amendment are little under- 
stood by the legal profession. 

Formerly persons suspected or falsely 
accused of insanity had little protection 
against the avarice or bad faith of their rela- 
tives. The law presumed that the family 
was the best judge of the mental condition 
of any of its members. Human nature was 
trusted too much. The ties of consanguinity 
were supposed to de stronger than motives 
of gain or revenge. Experience soon dem- 
onstrated that this was a mistaken judg- 
ment. The most sacred relationships were 
abused. Sane persons were deprived of 
their liberty and property by unscrupulous 

ives. Children sent parents to the asy- 
and vice versa to get possession of their 
, or to punish them for harsh or un- 
conduct, or to be rid of the obliga 
vide for their support. The doubtful 
suffered most under this system. The 
rarily insane and those whose cure 
Wauid be promoted by gentle and consider- 
ate treatment at heme were hurried off to 
private asylums, the proprietors of which 
had a direct pecuniary motive to keep them 
as long as possible. it is not long since 
Charles Reade’s “ Very Hard Cash” opened 
the eyes of the English publie to the abuses 
of this system and secured an amendment 
of the British insane laws. 

In the United States of late years there 
have been few instances of improper con- 
finement of persons of sound mind in asy- 
lums for the insane, and most cases of this 
kind have been in the older States. The 
new laws relating to the insane are the best. 
The New York law seems to be the very worst 
in the country. At least, more complaints, 
making due allowances for population, have 
arisen under it than under any other. With- 
in a week two allegations of false imprison- 
ment in insane asylums have been reported 
in the New York City papers. A man was 
charged with having caused the confinement 
of his son in an asylum in order to separate 
the latter from his wife. Another father is 
said to have sent his son to an asylum for 
disobedient and quarrelsome conduct. It is 
not necessary to suppose either of these 
charges to be well founded in order to form 
an opinion of the New York procedure. The 
law in that State is notably loose and inefti- 
cient. It does not in all cases require 
& jury trial, but authorizes comumit- 
ment on the certificate of three physicians. 
The Pennsylvania law, which was drafted by 
the Association of Medical Sa perintendents 
of Insane Asylums, is also deficient in this 
respect; but it contains a number of admir- 
able provisions, and except for the single 
omission as to jury trials on preliminary ex- 
aminations as well as on appeals is a model 
of its kind, 

The best parts of the Illinois law were en- 
acted in 1855. They secure a jury trial to 
accused persons in all cases. But as tho laws 
of the Eastern States err on the side of too 
great confidence in the presiding Justice or 
Judge, the Illinois law trusts too implicitly 
to the jury. The average city jury 
is no more qualified to pass on a 
question of insanity than to celculate 
a transit of Venus. The jury should be 
composed of experts or selected in some 
other manner than the ordinary civil jury. 
The law now requires one physician to be a 
member of the jury, but the physicians who 
hang about the court-rooms and perform 
this service in turn are not always better 
judges of insanity than their lay associates. 

In the East it may be too easy to get sane 
men into the asylum ; the saf 
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NDAY, 
sometimes permitted to go free, It is not 
enough that those who are habitually in- 
sane should be put in asylums; the pe- 
riodically insane and those who are subject 
to mad fits are often more likely than the 
others to develop murderous tendencies. 


But the chief defects of the Illinois law 


must be sought in other directions. The 
publicity of the trials is a great and un- 
necessary evil, There is no reason why the 
friends of insane persons should be sub- 
jected to the pain that a public exposure of 
their affliction involves. The infirmities of 
the insane ought not to be exposed to a 
throng of unsympathetic bystanders. The 
effect of publicity upon the patients and 
sometimes upon the spectator is very inju- 
rious. When the accused are badly deranged 
their conduct in the court-room is often un- 
seemly, their conversation is not fit to be 

eard or repotted, and it gives no true index 

their chara¢ter or habits when in health. 
Inasmuch as the rights of the accused are 
abundantly served by the presence of a jury, 
counsel, and all witnesses duly summoned 
by either side, there is no reason why persons 
not directly interested should be admitted to 
the court-room. 

Our laws make too little discrimination as 
between different grades and classes of In- 
sanity. There is no asylufm for the criminal 
insane in Lilinois. There is no special insti- 
tution for incurables in this State, but 
nothing is bétter established than that the 
association of incurables with those tempo- 
rarily insane acts injuriously upon the latter. 
It will be seem that our State laws are open 
to amendment at many points. There is no 
better field for the doctors or lawyers who 
may be members of the next Legislature to 
distinguish themselves in than that which is 
presented in the statutes relatigg to the in- 


sans. 
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LESSONS OF THE RECENT DEFALCA- 


ONS. 

Two remarkable defalcations have recently 
occurred in this city. In both cases the de- 
linguent clerks were trusted employés,” 
and one of them had been stealing for years. 
When robberies of this nature are discoy- 
ered the first anxiety of the public seems to 
be to know whether the defaulters were 
„trusted or not. It is assumed that, being 
defaulters, they could not have enjoyed the 
confidence of their employers. But directly 
the opposit is true. Those who are not 
trusted have few temptations put in their 
way. They are honest by stress of circum- 
stances, if not by force of character or con- 
science or personal inclination. The de- 
faniters also are usually “exemplary 
in their habits.” They not infre 
quently shed a mellow light about the Sun- 
day-school or the church. When they are 
found out thoughtless scoffers say, Behold! 
how evil is the influence of the Sunday- 
school and the church,” This is not sound 
regsoning. Religion does not promote theft. 
But a profession of religious belief and 
practice often begets confidence in a man’s 
character and increases his opportunities to 
steal. As well say that total abstinence from 
the use of intoxicating liquors and tobacto 
orasmall account in the savings-bank are 
conducive of dishonesty as that regular at- 
tendance upon a church undermines one’s 
integrity. All these outward signs of thrift 
and orderly living are so many incentives of 
promotion to positions of trust. The temp- 
tation and fall come afterwards, 

The first cause of most of the defalca- 
tions—and this is especially true of the case 
of Richards—is“excessive and continued 
trustfulness on the part of employers. 
Cynics belleye that every man has his price. 
One of the Commissioners of Cook County 
once said that he did not know what he 
should do if he were offered a bribe of a 
quarter of a million. Now, if even the mem- 
bers of that pure and exalted body, who have 


‘hitherto kept themselves unspotted from the 


world, are subject to like passions with com- 
mon thieves, what shall be said or thought 
of ordinary men? Is not necessary to as- 
sume that every meg has his price in 
order to determine a price should 
not unnecessarily ba‘@angled before the 
eyes of hujnan clay, after day, week 
after week, and year aftegyear. Confidence, 
trust, and freedom tre unworthy sus- 
picions there must be. ‘Hf¥redit is the great 
balance-wheel of commerce, faith in the 
honor of employés is one ot the little cog- 
wheels equally indispensable to the move- 
ment of the machinery. It is no reflection, 
however, on the honor of any clerk or sub- 
ordinate, whatever his duties or responsibil- 
ities may be, that he is subject to a system 
of checks which put ft out of his power to 
defraud his employers for any great length 
of time. A presumption of honesty is well 
enough in its way, buta slight and constant 
pressure from the outside in the right 
direction is infinitly better. 

It is true of defaloations as of all other 
crime, that it is the first step which costs.“ 
In proportion to the chances of instant de- 
tection the temptation to take the first step is 
diminished.) These principles are so well 
understood thatin all great business estab- 
lishments checks are kept on every employé 
from the highest to the lowest. Defalcations 
continued over a long period of time are 
justly regarded as carrying with them con- 
demnation of the modes of conducting busi- 
ness in the office in which they take place. 
The system of checks in the Government 
offices at Washington is now so perfect that 
defalcatlons are practically unknown; yet 
the income feceipts and disbursements, aside 
from the immense sums involved in handling 
the currency and debt, are $800,000,000 per 
annum. No man is so good, so pure, so old, 
so pious as to be above temptation; and if he 
is in business, in any position of trust, ex- 
cept as a principal, he ought to insist upon 
having the rules which experience has 
shown are necessary imposed upon himself 
and all under him. 

As investments, looking at the subject 
from the lowest pecuniary point of view, de- 
falcations usually do not pay. If a young 
man occupying a good position like that 
which young Richards had in the Rock 
Island Railroad office should succeed in 
stealing as much as $25,000 of his employers 
and get off safe with the money, he would be 
selling himseif out cheap. The money 
value of the lifeof a man of 35 receiving 
$1,000 per annum, according to the life-in- 
surance tables, is $17,500. The life ofa man 
of W earning $2,000 is worth about $50,000, 
So the clerk thus situated who runs off with 
$25,000 and sacrifices his whole business 
future sells out at .half-price. And this 
simple computation takes no account of the 
chances of arrest or punishment. In prac- 
tice defaulters seldom take away much with 
them. They squander their stealings before 
they are discovered th speculation or on 
mistresses. 

One other lesson of the late defalcations is 
that gratitade is not a mercantile instinct, 
and that dependance on it in the ddunting- 
room is Ukely to be misplaced. Richards 
and Raper had been treated with exceptional 
kindness by r employers. Yet Richards 
—a railroad untant—began stealing the 
week after he had been promoted a grade 
and kept it up for four years; while Raper— 
a jeweler’sclerkK—improved the leisure which 
his employers gave him on account of his ill- 
health to rob them systematically for several 
months. These cases are entirely different 
from that of the clerk employed as a sales- 
man by a firm of Wholesale dealers, who was 
arrested last week 
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num. It was very wrong and ungrateful 
and wicked for him to steal, of course, 
from his generous employers; but the 
business community, so far as heard from, 


has not manifested any startling degree 


of sympathy with them. Occasional losses 


by theft is the price which niggardly em- 


ployers have to pay for their savings on sal- 
ary account. Enlightened merchants un- 
derstand this well enough, and, on the whole, 
believe itis wiser to pay fair living wages 
than to screw down their employés to the 
lowest notch of human endurance. 

„Still, from the workman’s point of view, 
there is no provocation or aggravation, nog 
lect, cruelty, or hardship which can justify 
him in a resort to thievery. Itis always and 
everywhere a bad investment, sure of de- 
tectiog and punishment, legal and moral, 
and inevitably involving a pecuniary loss 
in mere wage-earning power infinitly greater 
than the money value of thé stealings of the 
lifetime of an industrious and accomplished 
thief. We intentionally put the motives and 
the argument on the lowest possibie grounds, 
because the high grounds have deen pre- 
empted by the clergy, and it is occasionally 
useful to look at a business question from a 
business-man’s point of view.

MURDER BY SILENCE. 

A case has recently come to light in Paris 
which emphasizes the old assertion that truth 
is stranger than fiction. The details of it are 
as strange as any that have ever figured in 
novels, andin the hands of a close observer 
of human nature and skillful portrayer of 
human passions would make as thrilling a 
story as has ever been written. Expressed 
in a word, it isa case of a woman assasinated 
by silence—killed without a blow; and yetno 
murder was perpetrated of which justice 
could take cognizance. 

The details of the story as told by the 
Parisian papers are substantially these: ‘The 
Duchess de S.— Duchess by marriage—was 
young, well educated, and an orphan heiress, 
but she had the misfortune to be extremely 
plain in features and humpbacked. So re- 
pulsive was her face and so marked her 
deformity that she had no _ suitors. 
One day she was met by the Duke 
de S., a profligate roué, who knew 
of her fortune. He sued for her hand 
and, contrary to the advice of her friends, 
she signed a contract by which their joint 
property was to revert to the survivor. She 
had a large fortune; he had nothing, but she 
married him. They had not been married a 
week when he deliberately cemmenced his 
preparations of assasination. In public he 
lavished all manner ot affection upon her. 
Betore the servants he was all kindness, but 
in private his conduct was the very essence 
of cruelty. He affected an inordinate jeal- 
ousy of her, and by scowling at and insulting 
every one who spoke to her at last brought 
things to such a pass that no one accosted 
her at all, so that even in public she was in 
the midst of silence. This silence he brought 
about in private by numerous and ingenious 
refinements of torture. Ile trained the serv- 
ants to move noiselesly. He oiled the 
hinges of the doors so that they would open 
without a creak. He set snares in his 
grounds so that no living thing should 
make a sound in them. After she had 
retired at night, he would noiselesly enter 
her apartments and feign ascene of jealousy. 
Says a writer, describing his operations: 
* He would pace up and down like one in a 
fury who is about to burst into reproaches; 
words of anger would seem on the point of 
bursting from his mouth; then he would 
stop at the bedside and raise his hands in 
threat, but he never struck, he never spoke, 
and, resuming his walk, would go through 
the same scene ever and over again until, 
overcome by fatigue and horror, the Duch- 
ess swooned. Every night for ten years his 
victim watched for menaces which he seemed 
about to proffer, but to which he never gave 
vont.“ 

Under the combined influences of this ter- 
rible silence, continual fear, and absence of 
human association, the Duchess was seized 
with a nervous malady. Doctors were called 
in, among them Dr. Charcot, who is famous 
as a specialist in nervous diseases. They 
consulted together, but could arrive at no 
opinion as to the cause of the illness, and the 
wretched woman, through fear of what might 
follow, would not divulge anything. Dr. 
Charcot may have suspected the nature of 
the skeleton in the cioset, as he said to one of 
his colleagues: We are in the presence of 
some horrible mystery, but to fathom it we 
must first kill her husband, which 1 suppose 
we should not be allowed to do, although the 
physiologists are licensed to vivisect so 
many harmless dogs.” Gradually the Duch- 
ess wasted away and at last diea, and after 
her death an old nurse in the family, who 
knew what had been going on, divulged the 
secret. But of what use was it then? The 
Duke was the sole proprietor of the fortune 
as “the last survivor.” He had killed his 
wife, but how could it be proved? He had 
not poisoned her. He had never struck her. 
He had never even addressed her, except in 
terms of endearment. To be jealous ig not 
a crime; to feign jealousy, still less. Jus- 
tice can take no cognizance of a murder by 
silence. It is a species of crime unknown in 
any code. The most remarkable feature of 
the case is that the woman herself should 
have so resolutely maintained silence, as 
most women under such circumstances 
would have found an outlet for very vigorous 
speech, though in this case the burden of 
her ugliness and deformity may have 
imposed upon her a sensitiveness and 
degree of fear amounting to a malady in 
themselves, and rendering her a passive and 
unresisting victim to the real nervous dis- 
ease when it fastened upon her. It is nota 
very cheerful subject for a novel, but it is 
none the less a powerful one, which in the 
hands of novelists fond of analyzing the 
strange or morbid phases of human nature, 
like George Elliot or Hawthorne, for in- 
stance, would have been worked yp into 
a story of intense interest. 


HEADS. 

In the dictionaries the head is defined as 
the uppermost part of the human body, and 
as containing the organs of hearing, seeing, 
tasting, and smelling. And Webster remarks 
that it also contains the brain, “which is 
supposed to be the seat of the intellectual 
powers and of sensation.” Under the latter 
definition the brain might be “supposed” to 
de the seat of life. But Balzac says: In 


‘great crises the constitution is attacked in 


that part where temperament has placed, in 
that particular individual, the seat of life; 
weak people have the colic; Napoleon goes 
to sleep.” If this theory be correct the seat 
of life must be in the stomach. It was 
Beecher who said that people often mistook 
a bilious attack for religion, and as religion 
is a sentiment it might be argued that the 
liver is the seat of the sentiments. 

We know that the heart is the seat of the 
passion love, since the young man suffering 
from a violent attack of that tender emotion 
invariably feels his heart thump against his 
ribs when in the presence of his beloved 
mistress. Cowards in battle feel a sinking at 
the stomach and sometimes faint dead away, 
and the phrase, “ He has no stomach for the 
fight,” has passed into a proverb. It follows 
that valor resides in the stomach rather than 
the bead, and depends more on the quantity 
of roast beef the man has co than on 


‘the lofty sentiments 
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the human organism, has often led not only 
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brain. 
A misconception as to the true functions of 
the stomach, its controlling influence over 


to disastrous resuits, but to grossly unjust 
discrimination in favor of one class and 
against another ¢lass of individuals. Napo- 
leon exclaimed on acertain oceasion: “ Good 
God! How rare men are! There are 18,000,000 
in Italy, and I have with difficulty found 
two—Dandolo and Melzi.“ 

Undoubtedly Napoleon sought men by the 
commonly accepted sign of greatness—a 
great, good, or fine head. Now, the modern 
Italian head is neither fine nor handsome as 
a rule, and Napoleon found only two good 
heads in several millions brought under his 
observation. He was hence amazed at the as- 
sumed low grade of intelligence of the Italian 
people, It is to be regretted that the biogra- 
phies of Dandolo and Melzi fail to describe 
their stomachs, but there is little doubt that 
they were splendidly developed in that region, 
and that to that fact rather than to their fine 
heads they owed their greatness. Dandolo 
at least was descended from a very old fam- 
ily, and it is a known fact that the stomachs 
of members of old families are much better 
developed and stocked than their heads, 
Hence the aphorism, “‘ Biood will tell.“ 

Nearly all monarchs are large-stomached 
men, while Presidents of the United States 
have been notoriously swall-stomached. The 
reason of this difference is plain, and sup- 
ports our theory; the monarchs of Europe 
are required to think for all their subjects— 
millions of people—while the millions of free 
citizens of the United States think for their 
Presidents, they merely executing their 
wishes. Does not this show conclusively 
that thinking develops the stomach? If Na- 
poleon had judged men by their stomachs 
instead of their heads he might have formed 
a juster judgment of the Italian people, 

That the stomach controls the head is 
demonstrated by the fact that more than 
nine-tenths of all the people in the world are 
compelled to labor from day to day~six days 
in a week—to obtain a, sufficient supply of 
food to keep the stomach from open rebell- 
ion, as it were. When Tanner announced 
his purpose to neglect ana defy his sto 
for forty consecutive days he was regard 
with amazement. But the announcement of 
a purpose to refuse all nourishment to the 
brain for forty days, or forty years, would 
eause neither surprise nor remark. It is 
doubtless this necessity, which is said to be 
the mother of invention, that has stimulated 
the stomach to reduce the head toa state of 
vassalage. The brain may go. hungry with 
perfect impunity, and having no necessities 
it has ceased to have ambition. But the 
stomach must have nourishment or die; 
hence its necessities have impelled it to be- 
come a tyrant. 

Of how little consequence, then, & a hu- 
man head, except as the top-plece to the fig- 
ure of the man! If it is symmetrical in pro- 
portions the fact is due to the generosity of 
the stomach; if it possesses a coat of hair it 
is because the stomach has not bred a fever 
in the blood to destroy it; if its complexion 
is clear and fair itis owing to the fact that 
the liver, an agent of the stomach, nas 
obeyed orders from headquarters, faithfully 
performing its duties. On the other hand, 
how easily the head is reduced to 
a wretched plight by a Slight de 
rangement of the stomach! The stom- 
ach has a twinge of colic and 
the front part of the head known as the face 
is covered with an expression of agony. 
The man embraces his stomach affectionate- 
ly and pleads with it; his mouth is twisted 
out of shape, his skin turns ashy pale, his 
eyebrows eon tract, his forehead is cerrugat- 
ed with ugly wrinkles, his eyes are flooded 
with tears, and his tongue whines and curses. 
Judged by his head, what an abject creature 
is man under such circumstances! Instead 
of ordering his stomach to stop aching, the 
head, the supposed residence of the brain of 
the man, sends for a doctor, and by his direc- 
tion swallows quantities of nauseous drugs. 
It is this tlass of inflictions upon the stomach 
by the cowardly head that entirely justifies 
that organ in retaliating with neuralgia, ear- 
ache, sore eyes, pimples, and boils. 

It must be admitted that in appearance 
there is considerable variety in heads; but in 
most heads there is nothing to speak of, ex- 
cept brains. And thisis the marvelous cir- 
cumstance about brains: that they are pretty 
much alike. Daniel Webster’s head, for ex- 
ample, contained only a few ounces more 
brains than the head of the assasin Guiteau. 
But Webster was rosy and rotund, and had 
a fine figure, and Guitean was lank and 
cadaverous. With only a few ounces in as 
many pounds advantage in brains, how could 
Webster have reasoned so as to have earned 
the title of the Great Expounder of the Con- 
stitution, while Guiteau reasoned so illy as 
to bring ap on the gallows? 

It all comes to the same thing. Begin 
where we may, stern logic leads us to the 
rather humiliating conclusion that however 
noble heads may look as top-pieces, they 
are of no practical use without stomachs to 
support them. And if the head is supported 
by the stomach there Is fitness in the auto- 
cratic rule of that member of the human or- 


ganism. 
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WHAT COIN THE CHURCH RECEIVES. 
The Government has made a provision of 
law for the purchase or redemption at its 
actual value of the mutilated, depreciated, 
and defaced silver coin. Of course this coin 
is rarely presented—if indeed it is receivable 
—for redemption in single pieces or small 
amounts. Brokers purchase it in smal! 
quantities, and then return it to the proper 
officers, making perhaps a percentage that is 
quite profitable, though not very great in the 
aggregate. 

One of the peculiarities of this business is 
that among the large deliveries are those 
made by churches and charitable institutions. 
The inevitable inference from this is that 
many people finding themselves embarrassed 
with dimes, or quarters, or half-dollars with 
holes in them, or clipped, or otherwise so 
defaced that they are no longer passable at 
par in stores, or on horse-cars, or at theatres, 
or even for ice-cream or beer, place these 
coins away in special corners of the pock- 
etbook or pocket and conveniently pay them 
away at par to the person taking up the col- 
lection in the churches, or drop them quietly 
into the boxes put up in church vestibules 
for tha poor.” It would be curious to know 
how far the presence of this inferior coin in 
circulation increases or reduces the contri- 
butions made for charity or chuteh support;

The produce markets were very irregular 
yesterday in tone, agreeing in one thing only, 
and that was that they were active. There was 
a little down-turn early, a cood many longs being 
shakeu out, owing to a vigorous calling for mar- 
gine by the shorts before the openm of trad- 
ing. But the tide soon turned, and it looked 
about 10 o’ciock as if the markets were going to 
be stronger @i| around fort the day. Corn and 
oats kept up to the promise, but wheat fell back 
considerably and provisions were very weak. 

Hog products were quite panicky about noon, 
pork selling down to $20 a barrél, the lowest 
point touched fer along while past.

The sensation of the wheat deal yesterday was 
the delivery, or rather attenipted delivery, of a 
good many lots of red winter wheat om spring 
wheat contracts, The tender was refused iv all 
cases as far as heard from, and was followed by 
an auction sale soon after the opening of 
‘Change, the winter wheat being offered “for 
account of whom it may contern.“ It opened at 
904, and sold up to $1.00'4, and ‘then turned back 
again.

The product of the markct-garden has seldom 
been better or more plentifully represented on 
South Water street than at the present time, 
and the miscellaneous vegetable bas taken on a 
cheapness that recommeads it to the grvat mass 
of the people. Coming as they do from our im- 
mediate suburbs, the various descriptions of 
garden sasereach us ina fresb condition, and 
such is the daily demand that little of the tooth- 
some stuft goes to waste. 

The potato, which, as it were, has been on the 
top speif lor the past two months so far as price 


wus concerned, is becom:ag cheaper daily, and. 
if report be true, is destined to sell at as low a 
price as was ever known in this market. Ali the 
green stuffs bave declined in value durſug the 
— week, some descriptions selling 50 per cent 
ower.

The comparative scarcity 
of appies early ia the week gave way Wa very 
liberal stock toward the close, and the charac- 
ter of this fruit has been improving steadity. 
Pears are not yet very plentiful. afew of the 
smnaller sort be ug received from Michigan, and 
some of the larger and inore tempting varieties 
ure coming from Teuaessee. which State bas 
contributed more iiberally than ever this vear 
to the Chicago fruit market. The daily receipts 
of peuches are large, but they are mostly of the 
eariy or inferior varieties, although they have 
brougbt comparatively high prices. The Micbi- 
gan peaches will come in more plentifully the 
comipg week. and those trom the far East and 
Southwest will soon make their appearance on 
the market. 

Most of the raspberries received are Michi- 
gan-grown, and have generally arrived in good 
econdiaer. Blackberries fröm the same State 
are also quite pientitul. though during the’ re- 
cent heated term much of the stock landed bore 
was in a voor condition.

A Slight Increase in the East- 
Bound Freight Traffic.

Slight Increase in East-Bound Freight 
Traffic, but Basiness is sul Unusually 
Licht. 

Altbough there has been another slight in- 
crease in cast-bound shipments of flour. Krain. 
and provisions from this city during the pust 
week, yet the business is much lighter than it 
ought to be at this time of the season. It will 
be admitted that 19,309 tons for a week's busi- 
ness by six first-class roads is nothing to brag 
of. Any one of the Vanderbilt or Peunsylvauia 
lines could handle this amount of business with- 
out much exertion. For the corresponding 
week last year the same roads carried 5.028 
tons, and business was considered light then. 
if it had not been for the fact that the Chi- 
cago & Grand Trunk largely exceeded its 
usual percentage of business there would hav 
been no inerease in total shipments during the 
past week. The heavy increase made by this 
roud is due to the fact that this line has taken 
out a large amount of new wheat, which, it is 
reported, has beeo taken to Canada mils. rhe 
demand for grain at seaboard points remains as 
light as ever, although the prices of grain are 
now considerably lower than they were @& few 
weeks ago. Nearly all the new wheat that 
comes bere goes either into elevator or goes 
Nast by lake. The all- rail lines cannot expect 
to get much of the new grain as long as the 
rates by lake are $0 much lower than those by 
rail, and the demand in the east remains 
80 ligut thut the lake lines can 
carry ail that bus to go forward, 
Still the Eastern roads feel more buovant than 
heretofore on account of we wore favorable re- 
perts regarding the corn crop during the last 
week or two. bie with the best of weacber 
there will nut be much more than a two-thirds 
crop in the great corn-beit of Iowa and I[ilinois, 
yet itis believed that if the weather continues 
favorable enougt of a crop will be gathered to 

ive the roads running east u tolerably good 
pusiness during the winter, even gen get but 
little of che wueat. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions for the week ending July 20 by the six 
roads runumg east from this city amounted to 
19,309 tons, against 17,878 tons (be week previous. 
an increase of 1,451 tons. The total sbipmen's 
by the same roads during the corresponding 
week last year amounted to 51,626 tons.

An Immense Purchase of Pine Lands 
in Northern Michigan. 
Specia!: Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribuna. 

DerTroit, Mich., July 20.—The American Lum- 
ber Company has purchased from the Detroit, 
Mackinac & Marquette Railroad Company the 
Standing pine onitsentire land grant except 
Mackinaw County and the east part of Chippewa 
County. This comprises some 500,000 acres, and 
it is expected that the yield will amount to sev- 
eral hundred million feet of pine. The com- 
pany has also purchased of the same company 
about 75,000,000 feet of pine on the Tauaquan- 
non River in Chippewa County. It bas also pur- 
chased about 100,000,000 feet on the waters trib- 
utary to the Ontonagon River. This 
gives the company the entire control of 
the largest -bouy of pine in the Northern 
Peninsula.

POOR RCESLEIN’S FATE. 


A Bomantic Story Told by a Returned 
Traveler—A German Arcadia~—The 
Rustie God's Acre—The Village Priest 
~The Queen of the Hamilet—Betrayed 
—At the Foot of the Altar. 

Philade!phia Press. 
„A bill of hillocks, ttowery and kept green, 
Round crosses raised fur bope, 
With many tinted suusets where the slope 
Fuces the lingering western sheea.”’ 

“There you have an exact picture of a lit- 
tie village cemetery in the Baden Palatinate 
where I heara one of the most romatic stories 
I have ever met with in the forty years of my 
lite,“ 

The speaker was a gentleman residing 
on West Spruce street, who arrived from 
abroad last week by an American Line 
steamer. He had been on a lengthened tour 
in Europe, and was laden with anecdotes 
and stories of people and adventures. Sit- 
ting in his cosy smoking-room, he con- 
tinued: 

“In the Palatinate it is a customary thing 
with tourists to take long walks, sometimes 
for days together. There is so much to be 
seen, so many ruined feudal strongholds and 
bewitching valleys, and romantic waterfalls, 


which can only be approached on foot. Jam 


fond of walking, and with a knapsack con- 
taining a few necessities strapped on my 
back, and a good stout) oaken stick in my 
hand, I have tran: ped many a German mile— 
one of theirs equaling three of ours—through 
some of the most beautiful scenery in the 
world. You do not trouble yourself much 
about hotels. If you cannot find a roadside 
inn, you are safe to come across a farm- 
house or a hunter's lodge, and a hospitable 
welcome is a matter of cvurse, * One evening 
I arrived at the quaint little village of Rohr- 
back, a hamlet eighteen miles from Heidel- 
berg, nestling at the foot ot a gentle declivity 
which slopes down to the banks of the Neck- 
ar River. On the summit of the hill were 
the remains of a baronial stronghold, which 
1 carefully investigated from tower to dun- 


geon. 

“ Then I wandered down the footpaths to 
the village and entered the rustic church, 
and soon found myself meditating over the 
brass-scutcheoned tombs of the roober lords 
who were once, perhaps, the terror of the 
district. Whata quantity of high, well-born 
migutiness, to trauslate the old German and 
Latin inseriptions, was covered by those 
broken monuments, which at once disfigured 
and adorned the narrow chaneel of the long 
church, and what strange scenes were evoked 
by the contemplation of the tattered banners 
and rust-caten casques suspended from the 
rafters above the tombs. I lingered awhile 
with my thoughts, and then, tempted by the 
perfume laden-breezes which floated through 
the open door, I wandered into the church 
yard where the village elders sleep their last 
sleep of all amid their dead kindred. The 
graves were all alike; grassy mounds and 
wooden crosses inscri with the simple 
words Pray ior the soul of Johann or Liz 
chen.“ One grave, however, attrac my 
curious attention. It stood but a little apart 
from the } was deftly fenced around 
with dwarf shrubs. In the®centre of the in- 
closure, above the green mound, wasa small 
white marble cross. Twining its branches 
around was a beautiful white rose tree, cov- 
ered with flowers. On the cross was in- 
scribed ‘ Resiein,’ and beneath the name 
the verse: 

Come unto meall who labor with sorrow and 
care overburden’ d, 

And rest I will give you and pardon, for sake of 
my Son interceding. 

“While musing as to who ‘Little Rose’ 
might have been, I heard a footstep behind 
me, and there was the venerable priest of we 
hamlet, who, seemg 1 was a stranger, cor- 
dially invited me toenter an adjacent cottage 
—his parsonage—and partake of his evenuig 
meal. The fresh milk and fruit and the 
home-made bread were doue fullest justice 
to by me, and we sat smoking together, for 
the good priest gladly accepted a cigar from 
me, untila tinkling bell summoned him to 
evening service. Previously he had insisted 
on my passing the night under his roof, so, 
having rid myself of my knapsack and 
washed off the dust of my journey, 1 fol- 
lowed the pastor to church and listened with 
reverence while he chanted the beneiction 
to a few dozen simple looklug rustics, whose 
attention was hardly restrained “by Lhe 
solemnity of the ritual from concentrating 
itself upon the stranger. 

“At the close of the service the priest and 
I walked slowly homeward through the 
churchyard, but we halted a few minutes in 
front of the rose-hidden marble cross, where 
the priest knelt awhile in prayer. Later, 
when sitting in the porch of parsonage— 
the moonlight throwing silver radiance on 
the tr rfragrant with che scent of a 
thousand flowers, the nightingale singing its 
love-serenade to the evening wind—l was 
told Reeslein’s sad story. 

„She was the pride of the whole village,’ 
was the faltering exclamation of the clergy- 
man, as he stifled the emotion caused by re- 
membrance. She was so beautiful, it 
seemed as if a sunbeam had mated witha 
rose and she their offspring. We ail loved 
her, for she belonged to us all. One Christ- 
mas Eve, twenty-two years ago, I was stand- 
ing at the foot of the altar, giving the mes- 
sage of mercy to my flock;

Nobody inter- 
fered with him or took any particular notice 
of him. We werewaccustonfed to foreign 
artists wandering our way, and this one 
seenied a quiet, gentiemanly young fellow, 
At the festival he danced two or three times 
with Reesiein, but we thought nothing of 
that. On the morning following the artist 

ot up early and departed before Hans 
Eberle. who was host in those days, was 
out of bed. The amount of his bill was found 
on the dressing-table, so no remark was 
made until some hours later, when Roslein 
» suddenly found to be missing. Search 
was instituted everywhere, and then it begun 
to be whispered that Roslein had often sat 
in the churchyard with the artist watching 
him paint. Finally our fears were confirmed. 
‘Tne miller arrived in the evening from the 
postal town eight miles distant. He had 
seen Reesiein and the artist together, and the 
latter had engaged @ carriage, which had 
driven off towards the University city.

THE DUKES OF ALBANY. 


The Origin of the Title and by Whom 
Created—Sketches ot Those Who Have 
Borne it—Picasanut Incidents of Prince 
Leopoid, the Present Duke.

A letter written by Queen Victoria soon 
after the birth of the Prince whose recent 
wedding has interested Christendom ex- 
plains why he was named Leopold. The 
birth of the Prince Gecurred April 7, 1858. 
The letter was written before that month 
closed, and was addressed to Leopold, King 
of the Belgians and Vieteria’s uncle. In 
this letter she writes: 

BUCKINGHAM PLA, April, 1853.—I can re- 
port most favorably of myself, for | have never 
been better or stronger, Stockmer will dave 
told you that Leopold is to be the name ot our 
fourth young rentieman. It is a mark of love 
and alfecuon, of which I dope you will not dis- 
approve. It is a name. which is dearest to me 
after Albert's and one which recalls the almost 
only happy days of my Sad childhood. To hear 
Prince Leopold aguin will make me think of 
those days! His other uames will be George 
Duncan Albert, and the sponsors the King of 
Hanover, Ernest Hohenlobe, the Prince of Prus- 
sia, and Marty Cambridge. George is after che 
King of Hanover, and Duncan is a compliment 
to dear Scotiand. 

Many readers will ltke to know somewhat 
of the history of the Prince’s new title, Duke 
of Albany, as it is one of the most interest- 
ing dignities in the peerage of Great Britain. 
Duke is a Norman title, and was first intro- 
duced into England by Edward [IL when he 
created the Black Prince Duke of Cornwall. 
About sixty years thereafter, in the year 
1308, when the English representatives un- 
der the Duke of Lancaster met the Scots at 
a peace conference, the former advanced 
sundry claims for precedence on the ground 
of supérior ducal rank. 

The high-spirited Stots were by no means 
willing to accede to such claims, and deter- 
mined to lose no time in securing for them- 
selves the ducal dignity of their English 
neighbors. Accordingly during the summer 
which followed the somewhat stormy“ peace 
conference“ King Robert III. convoked 
a “solemn council at Scone“; and 
amid the splendid festivities which fol- 
lowed, lasting fifteen days, he introduced in- 
to his Own realm the coveted dignity by es- 
tablishing the Dukedoms of Albany and 
Rothesay, The latter represented a little. in- 
significant hamlet in the Isle of Bute, while 
Aibany embraces the whole of Scatland north 
of the Firchs ot Forth and Clyde. King Robert 
confined this new distinction solely to the 
blood royal. He created his bruther Robert 
who had provionsly been known as the Earl 
of Fife and Monteith—first Duke of Albany: 
White upon his son David, the heir apparent 
to the crown, he bestowed the inferior dignity 
of the Duke of Rothesay. To those un- 
familiat with the circumstances of his reign 
it seems strange that King Robert III. should 
have thus preferred his brother to his son. 
making the heir apparent subordinate to his 
uncle. But it must be remembered that 
David was the son of a second marriage, 
while both King and his brother were 
sons of Rober¥ the Second’s first marriage, 
and therefore had acommon interest in re- 
pressing the ambitious aspirations of their 
half brothers. 

Robert, the first Duke of Albany, was strong 
and vigorous, both in mind and body, but 
was utterly devoid of generosity, honor, or 
justice. The King, on the other hand, was 
considered a man of piety and kindness of 
heart; but was weak in mind and incurably 
lame. He was unabdie to lead his armies in 
battle or join his proud nobility in the popu- 
lar sports of the tournament or the chase. 
For these reasons his younger brother, the 
Earl of Fife and Menteith, had been ap- 
„ Regent in their father’s old . 

Vhen the old King died Robert III. ascended 
the throne, he was about 52 years of age. So 
great were his infirmities that he fell an easy 
prey to his strong but vicious brother. 

Robert, first Duke of Albany, or Albany, 
as he was usually called, figures prominently 
in Scottish annais. He nad, durme bis re- 
gency, obtained such an unbounded infiu- 
ence over his brother, the King, and also over 
the people, that fora period of thirty-four 
years he virtually ruled Scotland. There 
seems to have been no limit to his ambition. 
In order to secure his own selfish ends, he 
bribed nobility by sharing with them the 
spoils of the monarchy. ‘He charm the 
citizens by grand entertainments and festivi- 
ties. He succeded in alienating the King 
from his son, the Duke of Rothesay. and 
forced the young Prince to break 
a marriage engagement and select another 
bride, thereby raisine a strong faction 
hostile to Rothesay, among the nobles. At 
the r of Albany Rothesay was de- 
prived of his liberty, taken to Albauy's castie 
at Falkland. where he suffered in misery and 
died of ation. Walter Scott has added 
a romantic interest to this sad story, in his

One of the last acts of 
Albany’s reign was nis command or the 
fawous Foul Raid. The ignominious retreat 
of that expedition overwhelmed him with 
chagrin and mortification from which he 
never recovered. He died at the axe of 80, 
and his sen Murdoch, second Duke of Al- 
bany, was reclaimed Regent, although 
James was still recognized as ing. Mur- 
doch had succeeded his father without oppo- 
sition, and yet he was anxious for the return 
of the rightful sovereign. Negotiations 
were accordingly made with England, and 
Jawes, after a long and bitter imprisoninent 
of eighteen years, was allowed to return and 
take possession of his Kingdom. Nor was 
he slow to avenge his own and his brother’s 
wrongs. ‘lhe most illustrious Princes 
0 the House f Albany were 
the victims chosen expiate with their 
blood their father's crimes. Duke Murdoch 
and all his sons were tried and executed, ex- 
cept his youngest, wuo fled to [reland. where 
he subsequently died. ‘The titie and prop- 
erty of the Albany family were then declared 
forfeit and reverted to King James, being 
next assumed by his grand on, Alexander, 
third Duke-of Albany. He was the younger 
brocher of James III. He was popular with 
the people, but not with the King. Suspected 
uf treason, Aibauy was arrested and confined 
in Edinburg Castle. Ile soon made his es- 
cape and after many vicissitudes finally fled to 
France. Having been divorced from his first 
wife he married in France Anne, Countess 
of Auvergne of Boulogne, by whom he had 
que son John. While watching a tourney in 
Paris between the Duke of New Orleans and 
another noble, Alexander, was accidentaliy 
Filled by a splinter of a spear, His son John, 
fourth Duke of Albany, was brought up in 
France and warried a French wife, Anne de 
la Tour d’Auvergne, who was aunt to Cath- 
arine de Medici. 

Atter James IV. had fallen at Flodden, 
and the marriage of the Queen mother barred 
her from the regency, Albauy was suggested 
as Regent during the infancy of the King. 
He therefore embarked tor Scotland. and on 
his arrival at Dumbarton was greeted with 
great enthusiasm. The forfeited estates of 
his father were restored to him. He was 
crowned and procialmed Protector and Gov- 
ernor uf Scotland till the King should attain 
the age of 18. But the gent soon 
wearied of his responsible position of state, 
amd longed for the pleasures of his native 
France. He was weak and exacting, and his 
government proved as unsuccessful as it was 
burdensome. He obtained leave to visit 
France for the period of four months, and 
protracted his stay tor four years. On his 
return to Scotland he became more unpopu- 
lar than ever. Again he asked for a leave of 
absence to visit France, It was reluctantly 
granted. He embarked for his own country 
never to return, Not many years later he 
died childless, and the Dukedom of Albany 
was without a claimant. 

The fifth Duke of Albany was Lord Darn- 
ley, the ill-fated husband of Mary Queen of 
Scots. Nine days before her marriage she 
bestowed upon him that title. Eighteen 
months later he perished by violence, 

Charles I. of England, grandson of Mary 
Stuart, was the next to bear the title, and he 
met with a violent death. He was created 
Duke of Albany at his baptism, and the fol- 
lowing year received the additional title of 
Duke of York. That ceremony was very 
imposing, “ Baby Albany“ being carried into 
the hall and invested with robes, while a 
golden rod was placed in his Rand. On the 
death of his brother Henry, he became 
Prinee of Wales. 

The next to receive the title was his so 
James II., who was proclaimed Duke o 
York at the court gates, immediately after 
his birth. During his troubled childhood 
James bore but the one title. After the Re- 
sturation he was created Duke of Albany by 
his brother, Charles IL, and was the last of 
the Stuarts to bear those titles. When 
twenty-five years later, the Duke asceuded 
the throne, the titles became once more 
vested in the crown. 

They were next revived in the house of 
Hanover, the fifth brother of George I, bei 
christened Ernest Augustus, Duke of Yor 
and Albany. By the death of his father, he 
afterward inherited the Bishopric of Osna- 
— One year after the death of George I. 
the Duke Bishop died unmarried. 

Thirty-two years later the title was as- 
sumed by his great nephew, Edward Augus- 
tus, younger brother of George ILL. He soon 
died, also unmarried. The title wag next 
bestowed on Frederic LL, son of George III., 
on attaining his majority. He was the first 
Prinee to hold Aibeny as a British title, 

In 1887 Frederic died without children. 
Thug it will be seen that the titles of York 
and Adbany were connected from the time of 
Charles II. till May, 1881, when Queen Vic- 
toria, to express once again her love for 
“dear Scotland,“ created her son Leopold 
eleventh Duke of rosin 

‘The inemory of these joint titles has been per- 
manently preserved here in our own country. 
When New Amsterdam was captured by the 
Dutch its name was changéd to New York 
and the capital of the State named Albany, 
— honor of James, Duke of York and A- 

any. | 

Soon after the birth of Prince Leopold the 
Houses of Parliament took special notice of 
the event by preparing a congratulatory ad- 
dress, which was duly presen the 
Queen. 

The christening of the Prince took place 
with the usual ceremony in the private chap- 
elof Buckingham Palace. King George of 
Hanover composed the hymn and music for 
the occasion, and during the remainder of 
his life evinced the greatest . his 
favorit godson. Soon after the christen 
the royal family, including the Queen an 
Prince Albert, were prostrated by that popu- 
lar disease of children, the measies. Strange 
to say, the little Prince escaped; but when 8 
years of age he was attacked by the saine 
disease in so malignant a form that 
he has never fully recovered from its 
effects. As soon as he was able to endure 
the journey, it was decided by the court phy- 
sicians to send him to France for achangeof 
climate. During this absence he sustained 
aloss which cannot be estimated, by the 
death of his tather, Prince Albert. After 
his return to England he was for many years

New York Sun. 


The bland and pleasing. actor whose ac- 
quaintance the Sun’s reporter had made 
stood with rare grace of posture on Union 
square, idly tapping with his cane the toe of 
a mature boot which simulated juvenile dif- 
tidenee by trying to hide beneath a faded drab 
over-gaiter. 

“The profession,” said he, “is looking 
rather bunged up.” 

Where do you pass the summer?“ 

* Here—er—that is, I am not decided’’; 
then with a candid and confidential air: 
“The fact is, m keeping a weather eye 
open for a job, and until I get it I’m going to 
stop here on the square.“ 

“I often wonder what actors do in the 
summer.”’ 

The actor, sir, is confoundedly extrava- 
gant and insanely lavish.| You ask where 
actors spend their summers. Why, those 
who have no money starve, and those who 
have worked like white slaves.for ten 
months spend the whole of their earnings 
in two months of summer and begin the next 
season penniless. Look, for instance. at the 
very best fellow on the stage, John T. Ray- 
mond, and ask yourself if he looks like a man 
subject to insane freaks? And yet no man 
will tell you more réadily than himself how 
he passed the first summer following his suc- 
cess, He had been working like a beaver un- 
til he started out with “Col, Sellers,” and 
cleared a clean $60,000 in cash. No dun- 
combe, you know, a clean $69,000,” re- 
marked the actor gravely. “‘Oue would 
suppose that with so close a remembrance of 
the sting of poverty he would have put away 
asnug little nest-egg and keit more at ease. 
Did John do it? No! He immediate 
ly bought all the clothes he could, 
treated all the boys, and disappeared for 
a few days, when he suddenly splurged 
out in a style chat made the pubiic 
snort.

ico, and There Is Great Alarm in 

T. xas, ‘ 

DALLAS, Tex., July .- Much excitement pre- 
vails throughout the State over the confirma- 
tion of yellow-fever at Matamoras, Mex., and an 
unconfirmed report that it exists at Browns- 
ville. At Matamoras several deaths have oc- 
curred in the past two days, and the disease is 
spreading. The foilowing official document was 
issued this morning: ; 

“The lion. Thomas Carson: If yellow-fever is in 
Matamoras deciare quarantine at once, place Dr. 
Cobbs in charge. and give bim guards. The 
State troops will picket ail che river in case of 
un epidemic. Keep me well informed. By order 
of the Governor. R. EARINGTON, 

Health Officer.”

For the most part the umpires 
of today are played-out bail-tossers, fellows who 
are driven by necessity to accept the pittance of 
$5 per game which is allotted as thetir compen- 
sation. Instead of being, as he should be, far 
above the level of the ball- player. the umpire of 
today is far below that level, and properly be- 
loags inthe “bum” category. He appears n 
the field in his shirt-sleeves, usually with a dirty 
shirt at that, with seedy “‘hand-me-downs” for 
clothes, and in general presenting a disreputa- 
ble appearance. He travels, sleeps, eats, asso- 
ciates with the players. and frequently joins 
them in tossing the ball about before the game 
begins’ It is quite likely he is when at home the

Let the six league umpires be 
pr yn, Fm solely responsible to the Secretary 
of the National League, in whom alone should 
be vested the power of selection and engage- 
ment. When the Secretary has engaged six 
men he should bave a conditional or waiting 
list of four oc six more men of known character 
and competency who can be called 

in the event of vacancies in 
regular lust on account of death, 
sickness, unavoidable absence, removal, 
whatever cause. The Secretary should arbi- 
trarily assign an umpire to every game or se- 
ries of games without consuitation with or def- 
erence to the wishes of any club. About two 
weeks prior to the opening of the league cham- 
pionship season the league umpires should be 
called together by the Secretary and put 
through a rigid course of drill and instruction 
relative to the league rules and all possible 
points arising thereunder, to the end that abso- 
inte uniformity may be secured in the construc- 
tion of the rules. vypothetical questions could 
be framed by the different clubs and submitted 
to the consistory of umpires, and in this way 
the widest possible range of points be covered 
and decided in advance, On the ball- held the 
umpire should be compelled to wear a neat, at- 
tractive uniform of the general style of that 
worn by railway employés, and shouid be re- 
quired to at ali times present a creditabie up- 
pearance as to clothing. 

This is what the system of league umpiring 
can be and should be. The patronage bestowed 
upon base-ball this year calls for some marked 
recognition by the league in the shape of needed 
reforms and improvements—changes which will 
still further elevate and popularize the game.

Messrs. Silsbee & Kent, architects, have pre- 
pared a very effective design for the new Mu- 
waukee Club.

Extension of the Cable Cars on Cottage 
Grove Avenue to Oakwood Ceme- 
tery. 

An ordinance of considerabie importance to 
the deveiopmentof Hyde Park property south of 
the South Park was passed at the last meeting 
of the Hyde Park Trustees. Permission was 
granted the Chicago City Railway Company to 
extend its cabie tracks south of Cottage Grove 
avenue from the limits of the City of Ubicago 
and in line with the tracks laid north of the city 
limits to a point near Oakwood boulevard, and 
with all necessary and convenient switches and 
underground machinery so constructed as not 
to interfere with public travel. The company 
is to pave with stone blocks and keep in‘tepair 
a strip twenty feet wide for the distance occu- 
pied, and to connect the dummy track with the 
sonthern terminus of the cable road; and is 
to discontinue the running of its steam dummy 
further north than the south line of Oakwood 
boulevard. 


The Polk Street Viaduct. 

The Polk street viaduct over the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Koad is pronounced one of the 
finest in Chicago. It is eonstructed of iron in 
two spans, each measuring 172 feet long. The 
total length, with the approaches, is 2,074 feet. 
The width is thirty-eight feet in all, and of that 
space twenty-two feet is given to roadway and 
five ahd one-half feet to sidewalk on each side. 
In the construction of the approaches a rise of 
one foot in forty is given ou Polk street and one 
in thirty in the approach on Canal street. The 
ironwerk was supplied from a foundry at Buf- 
falo. I a viaduct should be vaiued by its cost 
this one should be heid ia high estimation, for 
the railway company has been called upon tor 
$111,115, without taxing into consideration the 
sums it had to pay the owners of land damaged 
in the execution of the work. 


Lake View.

Lee 
runs for a doctor, anda while he is gone 
Wiliam Maguire, 4 Socialist, who has 
a grudge against Denby, appears and 
kills him, Lee being arrested for the murder. 
The prison in which he is confined is blown up 
by Socialiste in order that one of their band may 
be set free, and Lee escapes. He goes to Amer- 
ica, returns in seven years, finds that his boy is 
a stable-lad in Radley's employ, and that his wife 
is still being pursued by Radley with unweicome 
attentions. Maguire, who was injured by the 
prison explosion, telis the true story of the mur- 
der at the proper time, Lee and his wife recover 
their child, and everything ends happily. 

The company which presents the piece is a 
very competent one, but the piece has so very 
little literary merit that their abilities are not 
often called into requisition. Mr. Geraid Eyre, 
who comes from Wallack’s Theatre, New York, 
treats me part of Philip Radiey ina thoroughly 
artistic maoner, and Mr. Felix Morris, as Titus 
Knott, kept the audience in a roar whenever he 
appeared. Miss Louise Ralfe, as Kate Denby, 
rather overdid the emotional parts of her 
scenes. 

The audience last nicht was a large and en- 
thusiastic one, and it may be truthfully said of 
the piece that in regard to scenic effects and 
strong situations it would be difficult of im- 
provement.
